In fact, the administration policy| 
may be influenced by the realization 
that congress is ot disposed to tol- 
erate longer the president’s watchful 
waiting while outrages upon Amer- 
icans in Mexico continue. 

In the event the administration 
breaks relations with Mexico the ques- 
tion ‘of intervention will come to the 
fore, and measures for the employment 
of the armed forces of the United 
States to bring Carranza to time will 
be laid before congress. 

The majority of senators and repre- 
sentatives view intervention as a 
strong possibility, but they are divided 
as to the likelihood of the Jenkins 
case bringing about such action. 

“If aught will arouse this adminis- 
tration,” said Senator Sherman of Ilii- 
nois, “the Jenkins case should. But 
the. arrest of a United States consul, 
after all, is no worse than the killing 
of Americans which has been going on 
in Mexico. 


“No Time for Dallying.” 

“The case calls for immediate action 
by the government of the United 
States. Unless Jenkins be released, 
the money refunded which he and hts 
friends were compelled to pay for his 
_ release to the bandits, a proper apology 
made to the United States, and a guar- 
antee given that no further outrages 
shall occur, the United States should 
intervene in Mexico both by land and 
by sea.”

‘tion of a new home rule bill designed 
to compose the age-old Irish quarrel. 

“Tt is, consequently, the duty of all 
Englishmen who wish Ireland well to 
demand from the government imme- 
diate frank information as to the au- 
thority under which the Irish execu- 
tives are acting and as to the positive 
end they pursue. If, indeed, the gov- 
ernment are earnest in their present 
task of seeking a solution of the Irish 
problem it would seem mere common 
sense that they should give the Irish 
some evidence of the good will in which 
that task must necessarily be accom- 
plighed.” 

Sinn Fein Dilemma. 

Meantime the Sinn Fein is up 
against an amusing dilemma. Mem- 
bers of Dail Hireann, the so-called 
Trish parliament, were elected not to 
the Dail, but to the British parliament 
and after the election decided to ab- 
stain from Westminster and to set up 
a republican assembly on the banks 
of the Liffy. They hold office by vir- 
tue of the English election law. Now 
that there is a probability that Prime 
Minister Lloyd George may decide to 
dissolve the British parliament and 
take the opinion of the country on the 
new Irish home rule proposals the Sinn 
Feiners do not know what to do. | 

If they refuse to recognize the Eng- 
lish power and decide not to dissolve 
the Dail arid not to resubmit them- 
selves to election. to the British par- 
Mament, moderate Nationalists and 
Unionists will be elected all over Ire- 
land by default and Ireland will be 
placed in the position of approving the 
new proposals through legally elected 
representatives. If they decide to dis- 
. solve and to fight in the elections they 
place themselves in a ‘position of rec- 
ognizing King George's election writs 
in the so-caHMed Irish republic. 

“No Man’s” Land. 

This is the only comic phase of the 
present situation in Irelahd, where 
there is no law of any kind. The Brit- 
ish are unable to enforce the ordinary 
law because of the attitude of the Sinn 
Feiners, who rule by a combination of 
populerity and terrorism. The Sinn 
Fein law only is recognized when it 
suits and the “republic” has no real 
power to enforce the decisions of its 
parliament and arbitration courts. 

The refusal of the population to give 
evidence in cases of political crime is 
taken advantage of by persons who 
wish to wreak private vengeance. The 
result is that murder and theft; wheth- 
er truly political or merely private, go 
unpunished. Ireland today is literally 
no man’s land as far as the law is 
concerned.
